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The ConTederacy Doomed. 

f 

On the scroll of the family arms of Robert 
E, Le», General-in-chief of the SouthernCon- 
federacy, is inscribed the motto ‘hien incau/ut 
fuCuri” — not unmindful of the future. If 
ever that General has needed to take heed 
to his armorial device, surely it is at this 
moment. Wliichever way be turns, the sky 
lowers over him. His resources fail him 
in every quarter. The rebel army of the 
West has been beaten to chalf on the his- 
toric threshing-floor of Tennessee. One by 
one every port on the rebel coast falls into 
our hands— Savannah, Charleston, Wilming- 
ton, Mobile. lie secs the Confederacy abso- 
lutely inclosed. Which way shall he turn ? 
Every exit is guarded — by a fire of gunboats 
on the sea, and a cordon of glittering bayo- 
nets on the land. 

The old fiction of an anaconda coil which 
his troops once ridiculed, has now become a 
living and menacing reality. Within hie 
hermetically scaled boundaries, ho finds a 
resistless column marching at will, laying 
waste and desolate his dominions, severing 
link by link his chain of States, until two 
alone are left in union. His western sup- 
plies arc cut ofT. If he seek to hurl himself 
against the destroying army of Sherman, the 
hand of a giant holds him at Richmond, and 
forces him to see the armies of the Union 
circling nearer and nearer to his destruction. 
The Wellington and the Blucher of the 
North, already press him daily toward that 
Waterloo which will deal the death blow to 
all that is now left of the Southern Confed- 
eracy. Such is the scene revealeil by a 
sweeping glance at the field. In such a cri- 
sis, it is, that his people have summoned him 
to command, and in such hopeless circum- 
stances he essays to retrieve the fortunes, of 
the South. 

It is never wise to underrate the military 
possibilities left to an enemy. But it is not 
too much to say that the fate of the Confed- 
eracy is already certain ns fate itself. Its 
main dependence now, is not on strength, but 
on accident; not on skill, but on fortune 
Fortune often accomplishes strange revolu- 
tions with her wheel. Turenne. that great 
master of war, of whom the greater Napo- 
leon said that “he was the only General who 
had constantly gained by experience,” aver- 
red, as the e.xperience of his life, that there 
were two chief agencies in war, fortune and 
generalship; and of these, lortune was al- 
ways the most powerful. But, in the case 
of the Confederacy,’ its winning cards are 
played To sum up its needs, its wants, its 
absolute necessitie.s, in a single word, that 
word i.s men. Though every port were open, 
and shiploads of guns, ammunition, cloth- 
ing and medicines entered them, the human 
forces would bo wanting ; and these it can 
never henceforth supply. 

Indeed, every day aggravates this famine 
uf the Confederacy. It wouhl be an encour- 
aging document to the North, and a start- 
ling statement the South, if sworn lists of 
the deserters from the rebel lines to ours, 
since the let of May, 1S64, could now he 
publisheil. This depletion of the enemy’s 
ranks — absolutely incredible in amount — 
has been hardly lees^xhausting to its fight- 
ing strength than its enormous losses during 
the year in battle. In the latter case, there 
was something to compensate in the injury 
inflicted upon us; but the desertions are sheer 
loss, with no offset of advantage Let us 
give some idea of this silent bnt insiduous 
disease, which fatally saps the rebel armies. 
The statistics uf the present month in the 
army at Richmond and Petersburg show an 
average of about a hundred a da’/ deserting to 
our lines. The statistics of Thomas' army 
for a long time showed an average of a hun- 
dred a day deserting from Hood. 

The rebel losses in battle during the past 
year, thanks to Grant’s memorable strategy, 
whose Very keynote is ‘‘strike hard and 
strike home" have been terrific. The enor- 
mous casualties to Lee’s army from Orange 
Court-house to Petersburg, in that most fear- 
ful of campaigns; the grinding to powder of 
Early's array by Sheridan in the Shenan- 
doah Valley; the tremendous losses of .lohn- 
sjon from Dalton to the line of the Chatta- 
hoochee: the destruction of Hood in that 
series of battles from thence to Atlanta, in 
which alope the rebels lost by official esti- 
mate fully 25,000 men ; the loss by the same 
General at the hands of Thomas of more 
than 20.000 men, by official count, in his 
Tennes.see campaign; the loss by Price of 
15,000 men in Missouri; and the numerous 
lesser items which the laie triumphs in East 
Tennessee, in the tWo Carolinas, and in the 
myriad engagements or skirmishes which 
have Occurred since tlie year 1865 opened 
one unchecked course of triumph tor the 
North — all these show how irreparable has 
been the depletion of the Southern armies, 
since the hour when Grant became Lieuten- 
ant-General of the forces of the Union. 

lu all this, we do not allude to the fact 
that over 700 pieces of artillery have been 
Captured from the South within the short 
period spoken of, with immense stores of cot- 
ton, of fqpd, of forage and ammunition; and 
* that 100,000 of our troops have been living 
upon the enemy’s country. We do not even 
enumerate the great cities whose tall has 
wrecked the morale of the South; the vital 
strategic points, whose occupation by us has 
so narrowly circumscribed ils field of opera- 
tions; and the wrestling from its military 
control of entire States. We only point out 
its loss in men. And to the calculations al- 
ready made must be added the daily wasting 
of troops by a year of un parallel led harshness 
of service, by sickness and exhaustion, and 
the hundred causes which naturally reduce 
an army. Finally, the sum is not complete 
until we see how ouroverrunning of the whole 
centre of the Confederacy has not only die 
heartened those who might be yet disposed 
to fight for it, but has absolutely prevented 
its armies from enforcing its conscriptions by 
their presence and authority. 

What policy remains to the -South ? Ils 
military policy should obviously be to evacu- 
ate all possible military posts. It must con- 
centrate to risk all on one Pharsalia, one 
Waterloo. Such is obviously at once the 
policy of the enemy. But it is also our own 
policy to drive him to this step. — N. Y. 
Tunes. I 



Purisiau Gossip. 

The Paris correspondent of the Loudon 
Morning Star gives the following pleasant 
gossip ■ 

OOeXT POCRTALM AND A YOUSO ABTIST. 

‘‘The following anecdote of Count Pour- 
tales, whose gallery occupies so much at- 
tention at this moment, gives one a charm- 
ing idea of the man himself — therefore, I 
repeat it ; The count’s attention was altiact- 
ed to the works of a young artist, exhibited 
for the first time at the Salon; the name was 
then unknown, and it was with some diffi- 
culty the count procured his addre.ss. He 



wrote to request the young artist to bring one 
of the pictures exhibited to his house, which 
request was at once acceded to. ‘I should 
like to add your picture to my collection, sir,’ 
said the count ; ‘may I venture to inquire its 
price?' ‘Two thousand francs,’ replied the 
young man, debating within himself wheth- 
er he had not ventured on too large a sum. 
'Ten thousand francs,’ replied the great man, 
feigning temporary deafness; ‘very well, then, 
consider the transaction as settled.’ The ar- 
tist, unwilling to benefit by a mistake, at once 
explained the error he fancied the count had 
committed. Pardon,' interrupted M. de 
Pourtales, ‘je ne merchando jamais?’ (I nev- 
er bargain). The young artist died lately in 
the zenith of his world-wide reputation, and 
at the coming sale two of his pictures will be 
competed for by more than one crowned 
he.ad.” 

BOSSINI. 

‘‘Invitations have been issued for a grand 
soiree at Rossini’s house. The great maestro 
has allowed the secret of a new opera to 
transpire, of which, it is said in the musical 
world, he intends to allow his friends to judge 
on the evening in question. Rossi.ni said 
the other day to Marmontel, professor of in- 
strumental music at the Conservatoire, ‘I am 
told that my compositions for the piano are 
difficult to execute from defective fingering. 
This is more than probable; I am but a 
fourth-rate performer, and ought to apply lor 
admittance to the eours at the Conservatoire 
to improve myself’ — at which joke Marmon- 
tel laughed. To his surprise, next morning 
Rossini made his appearance at the Conser- 
vatoire, and asked for a ticket for M. Mar- 
montel’s eours. M. Auber, before handing 
it to him, wrote on it, ‘Regular attendance 
will not be required from this pupil.'” 

A UORSE-FLESn BANQUET. 

‘‘To-night the great Hippophagi banquet 
will take place at the Grand Hotel. 'The 
members of the Societe d’ Acclimatation and 
the -Society of the Protection of Animals will 
meet to discuss beignets of horse brains, and 
other similar culinary delicacies. The ques- 
tion has been put whether the latter society 
considers boiling, roasting and eating as pro- 
tective measures in the matter of the ani- 
mal horse. Carters may misuse and beat 
their hor.ses, but at least they do not eat 
them, which their protectors do; which pro- 
tectorship has a strange analogy with that 
of the great powers over the smaller States, 
to wit: Poland, Denmark, <tc. Par paren- 
these, the extreme economy of eating horse- 
flesh does not appear to be exemplified by 
this banquet, the tickets of admi.ssiou being 
fifteen francs each.” 

HOW PARIS DINES. 

‘■Very curious statistics are published in 
to-day's papers, by which it seems that Paris 
dines at the rate of two million francs per 
day, (£80,000,) including 80,000 francs (£3, 
*200) tor brandy and liijueurs taken at des- 
sert, and 8,000 francs (£320) lor toothpicks. 
This would bring the dinner for each inhab- 
itant of Paris to If 25c. (Is.) per day ; but 
one must remember that for those who fare 
sumptuously, and therefore spend enormous- 
ly on their dinner, there are a vast propor- 
tion who, perhaps, do not dine at all. The 
consumption of wine, alcohol and liqueurs, 
beer and cider, comes to about one hectolitre 
and twenty litres per head lor each inhabi- 
tant yearly. At the fountains belonging to 
water-sellers, 6,000,001) hectolitres of -Seine 
water is sold during the course of the year, 
and, curious to say, more water is sold in the 
months of January and March than in any 
other; and during the hot months of June, 
July and August scnrcsiy any sals of that 
commodity takes place. The constant frost 
in .lanuary explains the necessity for pur- 
chasing water during that month, but why 
the east wind which prevails in March 
should prove propitious to the trade, I am 
not prepared to say. The consumption of 
meat in Paris is equally peculiar. In Janu- 
ary butchers’ books are heaviest, which can 
be accounted for by the fetes peculiar to that 
month, by why there should be most meat 
eaten in March, which is precisely the month 
in which all good Catholics are supposed to 
fast, I know not.” 



Effort to Hake Jeff. Davis and Stephens 
Kesign. 

The following highly important commu- 
nications and editorials, disclosing for the 
first time the effort of the rebel Congress to 
force -Teff. Davis and Stephens to resign, and 
to make Hunter President, with a view to 
submission, are from the Richmond Enquirer 
of the 7ih, 

A correspondent inquires: “What mean 
these rumors of Senatorial Committees ap- 
proaching the President to submit terms of 
submission 7 la that true ? Are any -Sena- 
tors or Representatives whipped? Have 
they approached the President to press upon 
him any such base proposition ? Is any at- 
tempt made by rumors to create the impres 
sion that Gen. Lee is ready to consider terms 
for laying down arms under the pretext of 
preventing suffering and the sacrifices of 
forced surrender? Who are busy in these 
plans of surrendering to subjugation? -Speak 
out. The erisis demands boldness and de- 
cision, and a determined re-sistance to inter 
nal as well as external enemies. The worst 
enemies who now depress us are the whip- 
ped seceders. This hour of agony is no 
lime lor factious opposition, or lor paltering 
with peace propositions, which [can lead to 
nothing but despair, relaxation and ruin. 
The terms of reconstruction now coming from 
Congress are nothing else but subjugation. 
Let us know the worst, that the summary 
remedy may be -applied.” 

The Enquirer, in response, says it can not 
answer all questions asked, for want of in- 
formation, and then goes on, in remarkable 
and significant language, showing unmistak- 
ably liiat the rebellion is in its death throes. 
‘‘ That there is a parti/ of whipped seceders in 
and about Richmond it can not be denied. They 
are the cowed and cowardly missrabte wretches 
who brought the war upon the country, and who 
would now surrender to the enemy. We have 
no doubt but that there was a plan on 
foot to force Mr. Davis to resign, and that 
Mr, Stephens had consented to resign, too, 
and that Mr. Hunter, as Presidentof theSeu- 
ate, would become President. The plan has, 
we hope, miscarried. At any rate, the con- 
spirators may understand that if they 
should succeed, they will liave placed a bar- 
ren scepter in their grasp, thence to be 
wrenched by nnfilial hands, no son of their’s 
succeeding. 

‘‘Robert E. Lee, by and with the consent 
of the army and people, will grasp the scep- 
ter they may wrench from the hands of Mr. 
Davie, and wield it for the safety and secu- 
rity of his country’s liberty and indepen 
dence. No Cabinet of whipped seceders 
shall capitulate this country into slavery, 
and crouch at the footstool [of Mr. Lincoln. 
Congress has utterly foiled. It is incompe- 
tent, and is doing much injury. It has neith- 
er the capacity nor courage, and is wanting 
in firmness and resolution. It is unfit for 
revolution. 

“The very men who were foremost to secede, 
are the first to surrender. A single head and a 
single atm are now needed, and if Congress

The Russian Church in America 

Yesterday morning the first service, ac- 
cording to the rite of the Russian or Greek 
Church, ever held in this country, was per- 
formed in Trinity Chapel, Father Agapuis, a 
priest of that church visiting this city, offi- 
ciating. The celebration arose out of the 
desire felt by some of the leading ministers 
and laymen of this diocese to establish inti- 
mate relatioDS between the Greek and Pro- 
testant Episcopal Churches, and yesterday 
being the birthday of the Emperor Alexan- 
der II, was deemed a suitable opportunity. 
The occasion receives important political and 
religious significance from the circumstance, 
as well as from the presence of a large num- 
ber of Greek Christians in the Pacific States. 
The ceremonial observed was that contained 
in “The Divine Liturgy of the Orthodox Ori- 
ental Church.” 

At 11 o’clock the priest clothed in a white 
vestment ornamented with gold, and wear- 
ing a crimson scarf, which fell over the 
breast, entered the chancel, which was light- 
ed by tapers in the chandelier and the altar 
candelabra, and spoke the benediction, 
“Blessed be the kingdom of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, now and ever to ages 
and ages,” the choir, composed of male 
voicesbnly, responding “Amen.” Then fol- 
lowed the service, which was intoned in 
Sclavonic except some portions in English, 
such as the Nicene creed. Lord’s prayer, 
Gloria in Excelsis, &c. The service consist- 
ed of a litany of twelve petitioTS, to each of 
which the choir responded “Ilospode Pomilia," 
or “Lord have mercy and hesr ua” The 
beatitudes were then sung in English and 
next the trisagion, after which the gospel 
was announced, preceded and followed by 
“Slava tebye. Hospode, Sava telbye," or “Glory 
be to thee, 0 Lord, glory be to thee.” The 
Litany was next intoned. It is very long, 
and contains prayers fur the imperial family. 
The “Rje Cheruveme,’’ or ‘‘Cherubic Hymn,” 
was then sung, and after it another Litany 
and the Nicene Creed, the latter in English, 
and omitting the -Son, which omission fioints 
out the chief difference between the eastern 
and western churches. A number of pas- 
sages «nd responses of the choir occurred, 
and then the piiesl offered a short prayer 
secretly, after which he exclaimed aloud; 
“And make us worthy, O Lord, with bold- 
ness and without condemnation, to call up- 
on thee our God and Father which art in 
Heaven and to say: ” (The choir then sang 
the Lord’s prayer in English ) The conse- 
cration of the elements being now complete 
the priest communed himself, the choir sing- 
ing the cherubic hymn during his partaking. 
The liturgy now concludes with a benedic- 
tion. The special service for the day was 
next entered upon, the priest intoning a 
litany of fifteen petitions, then the gospel, 
then a litany of nine petitions, for the impe- 
rial family, and finally a solemn prayer for 
them, iluring which all preseut knelt. This 
final prayer was said outside of Uie chancel 
railing. The service was concluded by the 
Gloria in Excelsis, in English, an Invocation, 
and the Mnohayali Iveta. 

The church was crowded and a large num- 
ber of the Episcopal clergy were present, in- 
cluding Bishop -Southgate, the Rev. Dr. Dix 
and the Rev. Dr. ThriUe, who occupied seats 
within the chancel. The character of the 
ceremonial was in many respects akin to 
that of the Roman Catholic Church, with 
which some of its doctrines are held in 
common. The sacrifice of the Mass, the 
veneration of the V’irein Mary, and of 
saints’ images and relics, the efficacy of 
fasting, and the adoption of monaslicism 
and ecclesiastical orders, lor instance , are 
points on which the two churches unite. On 
the other hand, the Greek Church disowns 
the authority of the Pope, and lays no 
claims to the character of infalibility. It 
performs baptism by trine immersion, and 
admits children to the rites of confirmation 
and communion immediately after baptism. 
It denies the existence of a purgatory, yet 
prays for mercy to the dead at the final judg- 
ment. The Holy Ghost proceeds as it affirms 
from the father only, aud not from the son. 
Priests may marry but once, and that before 
admission to holy orders. The services occu- 
pied about an hour and a half. The musi- 
cal portions were finely executed by a pick- 
ed choir of seven male voices, the organ, in 
conformity with the rule of the Greek Church 
forbidding instrumental music, not being al- 
lowed. 

'letter from Secretary Fessenden - 

On Tuesday the following letter from 
Hon. William P. Fessenden, accepting the 
office of United Stales Senator, was laid be- 
fore the legislature of Maine : 

* * * “I left the Senate before the 
close of my second term, in obedience to 
what seemed to be a necessity. I shall re- 
turn to it with the consciousness that, how- 
ever imperfectly, my best efforts have been 
given to the discharge of onerous and re- 
sponsible duties. In again confiding to me 
the honor of our noble State, as one of its 
representatives, you have shown that my 
efforts to serve our beloved country, in 
the place to which I was thus called, have 
been satisfactory to the people you repre- 
sent. 

“1 will venture to express the hope that 
hereafter, as heretofore, no act of mine will 
tarnish the lustre which their patriotism 
and devotion to the Union and to freedom 
have won for the people we are so prou.l to 
serve. 

“The term of President Lincoln’s admin- 
istration uow about closing, has been mark- 
ed by extraodrinary events. Itjwill form a 
remarkable epoch in history, -\ccordingas 
men have played their parts in it — as they 
have arrayed themselves in the struggle 
which has enchained the attention of the 
world, and the result of which must serious- 
ly affect the welfare of ages to come — will 
be the judgment passed upon them, either 
as masses or as indiviiluals. Let it be our 
boast that from the beginning Maine was 
found true to the cause of human liberty; 
that at no moment did her people falter or 
faint; that no sacrifice could shake her pur- 
pose or weaken her faith. And may the fu 
turelprove as the past has proved, that, in her 
estimation, a cause holy enouuh to fight for 
is never to be abandoned.

The new Secret ry of the Treasury. 

The New York Evening Post, says the 
Baltimore Clipper, pays a deserved compli- 
ment to Hon. Hugh 'B. McCullough, and 
one which it appears the coui.lry generally 
is willing to endorse. A man, modest, un- 
assuming, the very reverse of a blatant poli- 
tician, but one who in a most important po- 
sition has quietly done hie whole duty, he 
has been fairly fixed upon by public senti- 
ment for the important post of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, at a crisis particularly im* 
porlant in the history of the national finan- 
ces. And whilst the fears of all have been 
more or less exercised, lest the able men 
who have thus far carried the nation safely 
through its monied difficulties, might find 
no fitting successor, we see as in other cases, 
that the talent and integrity are on hand 
and available to insure a good result. The 
Post says : 

In the present case we are glad to have an 
opportunity of congratulating Mr. Lincoln 
on having chosen so well. llr. McCullough 
is an experienced financier. Many years of 
his life have bsen occupied in pursuits which 
forced upon his attention, both practically 
and otherwise, the great principles of politi- 
cal economy which apply to banking and 
currency, and the general, administration of 
the finances of a country. He is not, we 
believe, a man who will suffer himself to be 
swayed by peservering importunity to adopt 
a course which hispwn understanding does 
not approve. We have heard of some ex- 
amples which do him honor, of firmness in 
resisting the plausibleinsiances of those who 
would make the present arrangements for 
supplyiijg our currency the basis of a gigan- 
tic scheme of paper issues, in which at last 
all private and public credit must suffer ship- 
wreck together. On the other hand, we do 
not believe that he is either too proud or too 
opinionated, in those cases of occasional 
doubt and perplexity which may arise in 
the administration of our complicated finan- 
ces, to learn of those who in such matters 
are the wisest, most experienced and most 
capable of giving safe counsels. 



Occupation of Georgetown. 

Washington, March, 7. — The Navy De- 
partment has received an official report from 
Dahlgren on our possession of Georgetown, 
S. C., Feb. 28, on board of the Flag steamer 
Harvest Moon, in which he says under date 
26 : I apprised the Department that jhe na- 
val forces under my command had taken 
possession of Georgetown. As soon ns the 
occupation of Charleston left my thoughts 
and means at liberty, I gave attention to thie 
point as likely to be the preferable commu- 
nication for General Sherman in case such 
became desirable before entering North Car- 
olina. 

Accordingly, I began to collect a suitable 
force from this station. The McDonough, 
Geranium, and two launches were ordered 
into -Santee river, being the only ones of that 
class of vessels that can p.ass the bars of the 
river. On the 22d the -Sawnee was ordered 
to Georgetown and all the marines we 
could collect were embodied into a battal- 
ion. The object was to pass up the Santee 
with this body of men, take the road to 
Georgetown that traverses the rear tif the 
rebel works and assault it while the vessels 
would attack it in front. The infantry was 
to be under command of Commander Stan- 
lev, assisted by Jjieut. Col. Willlaiiis. 

On the 23d of February the Pawnee cross- 
ed the bar and joined the Merigs and Leip- 
sic within, upon which the rebels left the 
battery. The marines were landed, and the 
municipal authorities tendered their sub- 
mission to the United States. The battery 
mounted fifteen guns. 

Admiral Dahlgren calls the attention of 
the Department to Lieut. Stoddard, of the 
marines, who acquitted himself with credit, 
and now has command of the largest force 
of marines tlial has been collected together 
for some time. He did good service in the 
field with the marines of the fleet brigade 
at Bird's Neck. 

Com. Siillwagen, of the Pawnee, in his 
report, says that he has sent a detachment 
of marines, under Lt. Breeee, United States 
Marine Corps, to occupy the fort. He also 
says; I have directed Com. Creighton to pro- 
ceed carefuljy up Black river, and have dis- 
patched the tug Catalpa, with Lieut. Com. 
Henry and Ensign Glass, prepared to open 
communication by the array code of signals 
with Sherman, who is said to be twelve miles 
off. 

Admiral Dahlgren has issued an order 
for the maintenance of the authority of ihsv 
United States in Georgetown. He first says ; 
In conformity to the laws of the United States 
slavery no longer exists within the lines of 
the Union forces. Slaves residing there be- 
coming freemen will enjoy the fruits of their 
own labor.

PROCLAMATION. 



ST TBS rBXlIBSNT OF THE UNITED STATES OT 
AMERICA. 



Whereas, The twenty-first section of an 
act of Congress, approved on the 3d instant, 
entitled an act to amend several acts hereto- 
fore passed to provide for enrolling and call- 
ing out national forces, and for other pur- 
poses requires that additional to other law- 
ful penalties of the crime of desertion from 
military services. All persons who have de- 
serted military service, who shall not return 
to said service or report themselves to the 
Provost Marshal within sixty days after the 
proclamation herein mentioned, be taken to 
have voluntarily relinquished and forfeited 
their rights of citizenship, and their right 
to become citizens; and all such deserters 
sliall be forever incapable of holding any 
office of trust or profit under the United 
States, and all persons who shall hereafter 
desert the naval or military service, 
and all persons who, being duly enrolled, 
shall depart from the jurisdiction of the dis- 
trict in which he is enrolled or go beyond 
tlie limits of the United -States, with the 
intent to avoid any draft into military or 
naval service duly ordered, shall be liable 
to tlie penalties of this section, and the 
President is authorized and required fortli- 
witb on the passage of tliis act to issue hie 
proclamation, setting forth the provisions ot 
this section, in which proclamation the Pres- 
ident is required to notify all deserters rc- 
tnrning within sixty days, as afore.said, they 
sball be pardoned on condition of returning 
to their allegiance and companies or to such 
other orgaoizatioiiH as they may be assigned 
to, till they shall serve lor tlie period of time 
equal to their term of enlistment. 

Now, be it known that I, Arr.ih.im Lin- 
ooLN, President of the United Stales of 
America, do issue this, my proclamation, as 
required by said act, ordering and requiring 
all deserters to return to their posts, and 
hereby notify Jihem that all deserters who 
shall within sixty days from the date ol 
this proclamation, viz : On or before the 



10th day of May, 1865, return to service or 
report themselves to Provost Marshals, be 
pardoned on condition that they return to 
their regiments and companies, or to such 
other organizations as they may be assigned 
to, and serve tlie remainder of their original 
tarm of enlistment, and in addition there- 
to a period equal to (he time lost by deser- 
tion. 

In testimony wbereol, 1 have here set iny 
hand and caused the seal of the United 
-Stales to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Wnsliiiiglon, this lOlh 
day of March, in tlie year of our Lord, 1865, 
and of the Independence of the United 
Slalc-i the 89th.

Hebei. Piracie.s by Sea and Land. — The 
Caiia-iiau authorities have repudiated the 
absurd doctrine pronounced by Jefferson 
Davis, lliat because Con federate commissions 
were issued to the -St. Albans raiders and 
the pirate Burleigh, their operations, though 
starting from a neutral territory, were bona 
fids operations of war, and not mere expedi- 
tions of murder and robbery. 

If this view were not distinctly held, no 
neutral territory could avoid being drawn 
against ils desires into a war in which any 
of its neighbors was engaged. 

By the capture ol the forts controlling the 
entrance to Mobile Bay the port is in our 
possessiou, although the city may not be; 
and with the capture of Wilmington the 
rebels have ceased to possess any possible 
base lor naval operations on the high seas 
No naval expedition can now by any possi- 
bility start from any Confederate ports to 
prey upon our commerce. Yet we have 
news that an iron-clad, the Olinda, alias 
Stonewall, is afloat, and that the Ajax, the 
Hercules, and three other rebel privateers 
are preparing to start from England. It 
mav be true that these vessels will be armed 
out of British jurisdiction, but the veescls 
carrving their arms and crews will also start 
from British ports. It is as if the St. Al- 
bans raiders had carried their revolvers and 
rifles ill a wagon and armed themselves on 
the frontier line. 

Every vessel which now bears the Con- 
federate flag on the ocean has its bases of 
operation in neutral ports. From them they 
sail ; at them they supply themselves with 
food and fuel ; in them they rendezvous; to 
them they retreat in case of disaster; tliere 
they are built; there they retire (or repairs. 

Surely the principle is the same, although 
the neutral ocean intervenes ; and the same 
rule which applies to the St. Albans raiders 
and Burleigh will be made to apply to the 
Stonewall, Ajax, Hercules, <t-e., if European 
Powers are, even now, disposed to be at all 
sincere in their protessions of neutrality. — 
N. Y Times.

Review of News. 

Gen. Slierman has been heard from. A 
scout arrived from his army at Wilmington 
on the 6th inst., with the information that 
one column of the army passed through 
Cheraw, a point seventeen miles from the 
State line, on the 3d inst. The scout reports 
the column as advancing in the direction ol 
Fayetteville which point it wasexpected Sher- 
man would reach on the 7th. A letter from 
Wilmington to the New York Tribune says 
that further advices have been received from 
Sherman showing that his army has crossed 
the State line, but the route it has taken is 
contraband news. 

It having been understood that a large 
oontraband trade between the rebel sympa- 
thizers of Maryland and the rebels around 
Fredericksburg was being carried on at 
Fredericksburg, an expedition of thirteen 
transports was sent up the Rappahannock 
on Monday, March 6th, to put a stop to it. 
The movement was entirely successful. A 
schooner which was carrying salt and whis- 
key to the rebels, was captured and blown up, 
and ninety-five tuns of ipanufaotured tobac- 
co was brought off Its value is estimated 
at $530,000. 

From the rebel papers we learn that the 
Negro Enlistment Act has passed the Rebel 
Senate. They say it is a measure of neces- 
sity, not of choice. Senator Wigfall opposed 
it to the last, denouncing the Virginia Leg- 
islature and Jeff Davis in his usual severe 
and sarcastic manner. Senator Hunter aleo 
opposed the bill, voting for it under the in- 
structions of Virginia but under strong pro- 
test. He says the arming of the slaves is 
an abandonment of the contest, and of all 
their ideas of the institution of slavery. He 
says it will ruin their cause at home and 
abroad. 

is reported that President Juarez is ad- 
vancing on Malamoras with 30,000 men. 
The Commander at that city has only 1,000 
men ami is afraid that he will be compelled 
to surrender. He sent out Cortenas, with a 
regiment, to check the progress of Juarez, 
but Cortena.s surrendered his whole force to 
the President. The reason Cortenas gives 
for this treachery is, that Maximilian agreed 
to give him half a million of dollars, pro- 
vided he turned over his command to the 
Imperial Governmenf, but after he had 
done 11 , the Emperor refused to pay him. 

Senator Jlale, of New Hampshire, has 
been uominate.l and confirmed as Minister 
to Spain. 

Major General Whitney, of the rebel ar- 
my, died on Governor’s Island, New York, 
on Friday last. 

Hon. James Harlan, of Iowa, on Thurs- 
day last, was nominated and confirmed as 
Secretary of the Interior, vice Judge Usher, 
resigned; and the Hon. Freeman Clarke, of 
New York, was nominated and confirmed 
as Comptroller of the Currency, vice Hugh 
McCulloch. 

During the 30 days ending March Stb, 
1,766 rebel deserters from Lee's army arriv- 
ed in Washington. Among the number 
were 40 officers. 

The Senate of the United States adjourn- 
ed sine die, on Saturday, Mar 11th. 

The President has issued an amnesty to 
all deserters who return to the ranks before 
May, 10. Those who do not will lose their 
citizenship, us provided by the amended en- 
rollment act. 

The Inaugaral. 

We publish this address to-day, having re- 
ceived it in authentic form. It is verv 
brief, yet says all that was required The 
President has already announced his policy; 
during four years he has acted on it; and 
only a short time ago he, in his message to 
Congress, gave a sketch of the condition of 
the country and of the progress of the war. 
So there was no necessity for many words. 
The New York Times so well expresses our 
views of the inaugural address, that we em- 
body it here in lieu of any furthercomments 
of our own. It says; The President, in as- 
suming the responsibilities of his second 
term, indulges in but few words He makes 
no boasts of what he has done, or promises 
of what he will do. He does not re-ex- 
pound the principles of the war; does not 
re-declare the worth of the Union; does 
not re-proclaim that absolute submission to 
the Constitution is the only peace. All that 
he does is simply to advert to the cause of 
the war, and its amazing development; to 
recognize in solemn language the righteous 
judgment ol Heaven ; and to drop an earn- 
est exhortation that all will now stand by 
the right, and strive lor a peace that shall 
be just and lasting. 

The extreme simplicity of this address. 
Its calmness, its modesty, its reserve, are in 
complete contrast with the “sound and fury” 
with which the rebel ruler has recently spo- 
ken. It is a contrast that is in perfect keep 
ing with the character and condition of the 
two causes which the two men Iea<l — the 
one cause established solidly on justice, 
bound to the hearts and consciences of the 
people beyond all possibility of alienation, 
full of all the strength which truth imp.srts, 
wearing all the prestige which success be- 
stows ; the other, without any moral sup- 
port whatever, effrontery and imposture its 
chief reliance, its fortunes broken, its doom 
sealed, yet borrowing new audacity from its 



very desperation. President Lincoln can af. 
ford to be v ery brief and very calm ; and i t 
welljsuits the leader of the Confederacy to 
rave.like a madman. 

The people's behest is'now consummated, 
and Mr. Lincoln has stepped into a second 
term. Every augury is favorable, and l^h 
expectations may well possess every loyal 
heart. But let it not be forgotten that ef- 
forts are yet to be made ; that burdens are 
yet to be borne; that possible reverses and 
disappointments may yet be allotted us be- 
fore the final day of triumph. We have a 
President who will be faithful to the end, let 
what betide. Let him be sustained with the 
some fidelity. As in his case let there be 
trust without presumption; confidence with- 
out carelessness; a readiness to meet duty in 
any shape; composure under every trial; 
courage that can dare to the utmost; a mag- 
nanimity that finds it ea.sy to forgive. 

t^^The Negro arming bill has been tak- 
en up by the Confederate States' Senate, 
and was most probably passed on Thursday 
last. The 'Virginia Legislature has instruct- 
ed her Senators to vote for the bill and if 
they obey the instructions it will certainly 
pass, having failed before only by one vote. 
The bill in its present form, however, has 
been framed especially to meet the views 
and secure the favor of the Senate. The 5th 
section reads as follows : “That nothing in 
this act shall be construed to authorize a 
change in the relation which the said slaves 
shall bear to their owners, except by consent 
of their owners, and of the States in which 
they may reside, and in pursuance of the 
laws thereof" The bill aleo seemingly re- 
spects the rights of the owners and of States 
in merely requesting masters to furnish 
slaves for, the army. But the fourth section 
of the act shows |this 'respect to rights^ is 
only in the seeming, for it authorizes the 
President to call upon each State for her 
quota of 300,000 additional troops, irrespec- 
tive of color, whenever he may deem fit. 
Now Davis, Gen. Lee, Secretary Benjamin) 
and the Virginia Legislature have declared 
the arming of slaves necessary to the salva- 
tion of the Confederacy — that they have not 
the white material sufficient to accomplish 
it. So this call for 300,000 men is for that 
number of able-bodied slaves, and the call 
is not a mere request, but will be a rigid 
conscription. Thus we see the straits to 
which the Confederacy is reduced. The 
arming of slaves is not a question of pol- 
icy but ol dire necessity — they are forced 
to turn to their slaves and look to 
them for the success of the rebellion. — 
But will this save them ? Senator Hunter 
says (hat “it is an abandonment of the cause 
for which they made war,^nd an abandon- 
ment of all hopes of the Confederacy. 
There is no point of dispute now between 
them and the Yankees." Besides this idea 
of Senator Hunter, with regard to the efTect 
of the measure on the prospects of the re- 
bellion, it will most probably work disas- 
trously by kindling internal dissensions. 
Already in North Carolina the rebels are 
gathering up their slaves. We are told 
that "a strong combination exists among 
the conservative slave-holders, to resist the 
measure, some of whom are arming their 
slaves, in aider that they may be able to defy 
the rebel authorities." South Carolina, by her 
Senators, is resistingfit and in consequence 
Virginia is heaping its abuse upon her, and 
threatening her with dire punishment from 
Lee's army. Then again the negroes, fear- 
ing this conscription, are flocking in great 
numbers to Grant’s and Sherman s armies. 
And when they learn that in fighting for 
their masters' freedom they are riveting the 
fetters tighter and stronger about their own 
bodies, they will flee in still greater numbers 
from this wrath to come. This arming of 
the slaves is another omen of success to us. 
It is a sign of weakness in the Confederacy, 
and instead of strengthening their cause it 
will only add to its weakness. This weak- 
ness is a precursor of its death. 

The New TEnaiTOBr or Wtomixu. — M r. 
Ashley's bill for the organization of the 
territory of Wyoming, now pending in the 
House of Representatives, defines the bound 
aries of the proposed territory as follows: Be- 
ginning at the intersection of the twenty-fifth 
degree of longitude west from Washington 
with the forty-first degree ol north latitude, 
thence west to the thirty-third degree of 
longitude and north to the crest of the Rocky 
Mountains, and running northwesterly along 
this crest to the intersection of the thirty- 
third degree of longitude with forty-four de- 
grees thirty minutes north latitude; thajice 
due west to the thirty-fourth degree of longi-, 
tude; then due north to ihe forty-fifth degree 
of latitude, and then due east to the twenty- 
fifth degree of longitude , running south to 
the place of beginning. In other words- 
Wyoming is bounded on the north by Idaho 
and Dacotah; on the south by Colorado and 
Utah; on the east by Nebraska; on the 
west by Utah and Idaho. It is carved out 
of Idaho, Dacotah and Nebraska; Idaho 
losing a part of its southwesterly territory, 
Dacotah its southeeeterly portion, and Ne- 
braska a slice of its western half 

Nevada having become a State, Wyoming 
will form the tenth Territory; the others be- 
ing Arizona, Colorado, Dacotah, Idaho, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, Utah and 
Washington. Here arc ten new States in 
process of formation, all of which will in a 
few years lake their place in the Union.

The President’s Inaugural Address. 
The Inaugural Address, as printed from 
the manuscript of Mr. Linooln, in the Na- 
tional Intelligencer is as follows : 

FELLow-CocttTRTMEX — At this sccond ap- 
pearing to take the oath of the Presidential 
office, there is less occasion for an extended 
address than there was at the first. Then, a 
statement, somewhat in detail, of a course to 
be pursued, seemed fitting and proper. Now> 
at the expiration of four years, during which 
public declarations have been constantly 
called forth on every point and phase of the 
great contest which still absorbs the atten- 
tion and engrosses the energies of the nation^ 
little that is new could be presented. The 
progress of our arms, upon which all else 
chiefly depends, is as well known to the pub- 
lic SIS to myself, and it is, I trust, reasona- 
bly satisfactory and encouraging to all- 
With high hope for the future, no predic- 
tion in regard to it is ventured. 

On the occasion corresponding to this, four 
years ago, all thoughts were anxiously di. 
rected to an impending civil war. All dread- 
ed it; all sought to avert it. While the in- 
augural address was being delivered from 
this place, devoted altogether to saying the 
Union without war, insurgent hgents were 
in the city seeking to destroy it, without 
war — seeking to dissolve the Union, and di- 
vide effects by negotiation. Both parties 
depreciated war ; but one of them would 
make war rather than let the nation survive, 
and the other would accept war rather than 
let it perish. And the war came. 

One-eighth of the whole population were 
colored slaves, not distributed generally over 
the Union, but localized in the southern part 
of it. These slaves constituted a peculiar 
and powerful interest. All knew that this 
interest was, somehow, the cause of the war. 
To strengthen, perpetuate, and extend this in- 
terest was the .object for which the insur- 
gents would rend the Union, even by war 
while the Government claimed no right to 
do more than to restrict the territorial en- 
largement of it Neither parly expected for 
the war the magnitude or the duration which 
it has already obtained. Neither anticipa- 
ted that the cause of the conflict mightcease 
with, or even before, the conflict itself should 
cease. Each looked for an easier triumph, 
and a result less fundamental and astound- 
ing. Both read the same Bible, and pray to 
Mie same God, and each invokes His aid 
against the other. Jt may seem strange 
that any men should dare to ask a just God’s 
assistance in wringing their bread from the 
sweat of other men's laces: but let us judge 
not, that we be not judged. The praycis of 
both could not be answered — those of neither 
have been answered fully. The Almighty 
has His own purposes. “Woe unto the world 
because of offenses! for it must needs be 
that offenses come; but woe to that man by 
whom the off’ense cometh." 

If we shall suppose that American slavery 
is one of those offenses which, in ihs provi- 
dence of God, must needs come, but wbieh, 
having continued through His appointed 
time. He now wills to remove, and that He 
gives to both North and South this terrible 
war, as the woe due to those by whom the 
offense came, shall we discern therein any 
departure from those Divine attributes which 
the believers in a living God always ascrib- 
ed to him ? Fondly do we hope, fervently do 
we pray, that this mighty scourge of war 
may speedily pass away. Yet, if God wills 
that it continue until all the wealth piled by 
the bondsman's two hundred and fifty years 
ol unrequited toil shall be sunk, and until 
every drop of blood drawn with the lash 
shall be paid by another drawn with the 
sword, as was said three thousand years ago, 
so still it must be said, “The judgments of 
the Lord are true and righteous aitogether.” 
With malice toward none, with charity for 
all, with firmness in the right as God gives 
us to see the right, let us strive on to finish 
the work we are in; to bind up the nation's 
wounds; to care for him who shall hav® 
borne the battle, and for his widow and his 
orphan — to do all which may achieve and 
cherish a just and lasting peace among our- 
selves, and with all nations 

A most remarkable article from the 
Richmond Enquirer of the 7th inst., is pub- 
lished in another column of our paper to-day 
It gives an insight into the aff'airs and pros- 
pects of the Confederacy which shows us 
that they are not working in the most hope- 
ful manner, and that a day of anguish and 
despair has dawned upon it which is work, 
ing disastrously upon the spirits of the peo- 
ple. The “blessings in disguise” which have 
been lately showered upon them are so 
thickly disguised that to the people they 
seem more like curses, and their curses in 
return are deep and ominous. It appears 
that these captures of cities, and closing of 
ports, and cutting oflT of supplies, however, 
are only deemed blessings according to the 
point of view from which they arc consider- 
ed. As far as an overruling Providence is 
concerned these dispensations are such — as 
far as Jeff Davis and Co. are concerned 
they are otherwise so the Confederacy bless- 
es a kind Providence, but curses poor Davis 
and his associates. The inconsistency and 
ingratitude of this is very apparent. Still 
they have no time now to consider the “in- 
exorable logic” of consistency when Grant is 
so close upon them and their troubles are so 
thick. According to the humor of the hour 
they speak and advise — as their day is, so 
are their opinions, and plans, an I acts. 

The bit of history to which the Enquirer 
treats us is verv interesting. It shows that 
efforts have been, and perhaps are now be- 
ing made to induce Messrs. Davis and Ste- 
phens to resign, in which case Senator Hun- 
ter would take the rein.s of Government. 
From the predilections ol Mr. Hunter for 
peace it is presumed that such a change 
would soon eventuate in peace. Congress, 
the representatives of the people, wish fo^ 



peace and are urging steps which they think 
will ensure it. But the Enquirer warns them 
that their plan will fail. General Lee stands 
ready to seize the sceptre and to enslave the 
people to his will, as soon as Davis fails. 
He can do it, because he has an army at his 
beck. Se a military despotism is openly 
threatened and even demanded by the Rich- 
mond press. Matters in Richmond portend 
a counter revolution — a rebellion among the 
rebels — a civil war among those who are en- 
gaged in civil war with us — a military des- 
potism over the proud and noble race that 
was “born to rule." They reveal to us a dis- 
appointment of all the expectations of the 
Confederacy, the failure of their plans and 
the growing anarchy among the people. 
There is but one way to escape the fury of 
the storm which is gathering, and that it 
for them to come back into the Udion. 
There is no “subjugation” in this — they 
do not pass under the yoke — but return 
to their old place in the family of States, and 
to the enjoyment of that freedom and inde- 
pendence which they flung from them when 
they entered into rebellion. These troubles 
will yet work out good for them ; through 
much tribulation they will enter into the 
old and honored Union. 

3Ir. McCulloch’s Financial Policy. 

New York, March 10. — Mr. McCulloch, 
the new Secretary of the Treasury, in re- 
sponse to the officers of the Treasury De- 
partment, thanked them for the honor of 
their visit, and complimented them for their 
fidelity to duties. In the course of his re- 
marks he said : My chief aim will of course 
be to provide means to discharge the claims 
upon the Treasury at the earliest day practi- 
cable, and institute measures to bring the 
business of the country gradually back to a 
specie basis, the departure from which, al- 
though for a lime being necessary, is no less 
damaging to the people than expensive to 
the Government ; but while this will be the 
main object with me, 1 shall not be unmind- 
ful of the importance ol having the current 
business of the Department conducted with 
fidelity and dispatch. Commissioner Lewis, 
on behalf of the Treasury officers, tendered 
their cordial congratulations in an appro- 
priate addres.s. 

BS^.Secretary Stanton, after wailing three 
months forGen. Grant’s report of his last sum- 
mer's campaign, sent his report to Congress 
on Friday without it, Gen. Grant not having 
had leisure to write it up. The report reca- 
pitulates the military events of the year, all 
of which are already familiar to the public, 
and the generals features of the year’s record 
are considered as highly satisfactory and en- 
couraging. The veteran enlistments, amount- 
ing to over 126,000 men, are spoken of as 
adding greatly to the efficiency of the army. 
The arrest of deserters and stragglers has 
been pushed with vigor, and 39,392 were ar- 
rested between October 1, 1863, and October 
1, 1864. On October 1, 1864, the veteran re- 
serve corps consisted of 764 officers and 28,- 
738 men. The report states that a general 
exchange of prisoners is now going on, and 
each prisoner has a furlough ol 20 days as 
they arrive at Annapolis.

ter and term of service. 



2. Tho commanding officer of each detachment, 
company, or battalion of State troops will make 
all reports requiroll by theU. S. Regulations in 
duplicate, sending one copy to these Headquarters^ 
and the other, through Division Headquarter, to 
the Department Headquarters. 

3. All requisitions for camp and garrison equip- 
age, clothing, subsistence, medical supplies, Ac., 
will be made in due form upon the proper Federal 
officers.

able him to keep correct accounts with officers re- 
ceipting for same.
